There is plenty of sectionalism in thet country, yet a 
I strong national spirit has been developed. There is 
J plenty of parochialism and sectionalism in the United 
Kingdom under numerous heads, yet there is a virile 
i national spirit from which has sprung a great group 
\ of nations all over the world. 

The foundation of a national spirit ia a country 
must lie deeper than economic or economic condition, 

—which are merely Superficial outcroppings. It insist 
be laid in our schools where young Canadians should 
be given those impression of their country, its history, 
its achievements, its characteristic* and its high destiny 

• which will influence their minds sad determine their 
outlooks in the yean ahead of them. If, on the other 
hand, they ere merely taught these things in a casual 
way. or in such a way as to imply that their country’s 

- -. annals end achievement* are not at important at th* 

histories and achievements of other countries, we shall 
not develop a national spirit, no matter how united 
we may be in a political or economic reuse. Our 
’ neighbors developed their national spirit by steeping 
their young people in the knowledge of their country 
| and pride in its progress. That is.the only way it can 
be done in Canada. It it psychological, not a 
-naterisl. problem.
